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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because Figures 1 and 2 did not show the name of each of 
the elements in the figures. For example, beside the label "100", element 100 should be named 
as "ILEC" in the dash box in Fig. 1 as well. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or 
figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is 
to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action.

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Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: King (U.S. Patent No. 
6,301,35 1) teaches a device and method for transferring service of a local loop from one local 
exchange carrier to another competing local exchange carrier. A first local exchange carrier has 
a first switch connected to an distribution frame, which is connected to subscribers. A second 
local exchange carrier sets up a second switch and an interface in proximity to the distribution 
frame, and "half-taps" the interface with the connection between the first switch and the 
distribution frame. The second local exchange carrier has control over the first switch to connect 
or disconnect it from the distribution network (column 2, lines 24-38). Argo (U.S. Patent No. 
6,983,037) teaches a method for performing automated UNE migration comprising receiving a 
disconnect order for an existing telephone service and receiving a connect order for a new 
telephone service. The existing telephone service is provided by a first exchange carrier and the 
new telephone service is provided by a second exchange carrier. A test cable is installed to 
simulate the new telephone service. The method further comprises verifying that the test cable 
performs correctly. The verifying includes executing a test on the test cable responsive to a test 
instruction from a migration software application. The existing telephone service is deactivated, 
where the deactivating is automated in response to a deactivation command from the migration 
software application and is responsive to said verifying. The test cable is activated to provide the 
new telephone service, where the activating is automated in response to an activation command 
from the migration software application and in response to the deactivating (column 2, lines 43- 
50). However, prior art of record fails to teach, or renders obvious, alone or in combination, a 
method for and a device for use in implementing a cutover of a subscriber telephone line from a 
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telephone line of a first exchange to a telephone line of a second exchange wherein a controllable 
switch having a main leg coupleable to said subscriber telephone line, a first leg coupleable to 
said telephone line of the first exchange, and a second leg coupleable to said telephone line of the 
second exchange, and operative, in response to a control signal, to couple the subscriber 
telephone line to either the telephone line of the first exchange or the telephone line of the 
second exchange, and a controller for producing said control signal upon receipt, from a remote 
location, of a predetermined trigger signal as directly recited in all independent claims.
